CENTRAL EXCISES 


New Delhi, the 2nd November 1957 


No. FA2/6/B7-CXI— In pursuance of the recommendation of 
the Taxation Enquiiy Commission (1953-54) the Govern- 
ment of India in the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Revenue, Resolution No. 20/8/55 CX, dated the 17th Januaiy, 
1956, set up an Expert Committee on Tobacco under the 
chairmanship of Shu K. Raghuramaiah, MP, to leview 
genei ally the Departmental protedmes in foice for assessment 
of duty on tobacco other titan Hue cuicd on the basis ot its 
capability of use or olhciwisc for the inanufailiire of hiris 
read witn the notified and executive concessions authoiised by 
the CetiLial Board of Revenue. The Committee was also 
asked to consider generally the methods adopted for estimat- 
ing the prod uie of tobacco growers for purposes of account- 
ing and assessment and to rn ommeml measuies for 
remedying the defecLs, if any, in the existing methods and in 
addition to this, to examine and repot t on oLliei matters 
germane to this investigation. The Committee's leport was 
submitted to the Government on March 30, 1957, and has 
been examined. 


2(a). As regards the main term of reference the committee 
has conducted an exhaustive suivcy of the methods adopted 
for classification of varieties of tobacco for purposes ol assess- 
ment on the basis of percentage of lor the manufacture 

of bins in specified aicas It has rcpoitcd that under this 
scheme, accurate classification of vanlies of tobano for pur- 
poses of assessment is not possible and there is no piactlcal 
method of settling disputes [ regarding classifit ation of vatic 
ties: the si heme has, moreover, given ilse to disci iminalion 
and malpiactices lcsulting in loss of revenue. It is also of 
the opinion that restriitions on the movement of lower rated 
tohatco from one aiea to anoLlier where it is assessable at the 
higher rale has lcsultcd in How of tiadc fiont hlghei lated to 
lower rated aicas, causing hardship to certain vanctics of 
tobacco 


2(b) The Expert Committee has, therefote. recommended 
that in order lo provide a unifoim and stable basis of assess- 
ment, vaiiclles which, by reason of their physical loitn and 
cliaiacteristics viz tobacco cuicd in whole leaf form and tied 
or packed in bundles, bunches, hanks etc. or in the form of 
ropes, twists or 1 oils; dust of tobacco; gianule of tobacco not 
larger than 1/16" sq. in sire (including similar gianule of 
stems); and uncrushcd stems larger than 1/4" in sue, are 
igrapable of being used tti the manufacture of hiris, should 
(^assessed at the lower rate and all broken leaf grades laiger 
than 1/lfi’" sq. in sue and stems of tobacco larger than 1/lfi" 
and not laigcr than \" in size should be assessed at the higher 
rate While some hardship may be caused to infcrioi biokcn 
leaf grades, there is no <ase for giving them any picfcrcntial 
treatment If the lower Tale of duty was sought to be claim- 
ed on such grades, the Committee reported such giades can 
be crushed into the foim of granules 


3. With regaid to growing and curing of tobacco, the Com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the methods adopted loi csti 
mating the prodine of tobacco growcm for pumoses of ac- 
counting and assessment *re not adequate. To prevent 
leakage of irv nuc it lias made the following 1 ccoiiimenda- 
tions tor augmenting the existing control:— 


(a) (i) I he excise staff should, where ncccssaiy, he pro 
viiled with tapes and scales for measuring aiea and 
foi weigliinent of cureis pioduic. 


(11) In aieas of high revenue polenlial and unwieldy 
jurisdictions molor transport should be piovuled to 
excise staff. 


(b) (i) In or del to provide a firm basis for dealing with 
cases oL mulct declaration of produce by rincts. Im- 
pel tors and Supcivitoiy staff should note the condi 
tlcm of the nop on an cnbaiiied si.de as well js in 
a lullci way, and carnage to ciop by natural or- 
cunences should be fully and carcLully investigated. 

(ii) All such data should be attested by the glower and 
olhei respectable witnesses. 

(iii) Crop cutting expeiimcnts should be done on an ex- 
tended scale Lo determine the correct potential yield 
of tobacco in each aiea. 


4(a) The Committee has also inquired into several oLhet 
matters germane to the object of its inquiiy. Chief amongst 
these pertain to: 

(i) restrictions on processing of tobacco in warehouses. 

(ii) relaxation of lime limtt for storage of tobacco in 

Cureis Bonded SLoreiooms and m curers premises, 
(id) decision of Central Fxcise cases, appeals and re- 
vision petitions by an Independent authority. 

(b) (i) As regards lestriction on pioressing of tobacco in 
warehouses, the Committee iias recommended that 
processing of tobacco into a form in which it would 
aLliacl the lower rate of duty should be freely per- 
mitted: 

(ii) As regard the time limit for sLorage of tobacco, the 
Committee has recommended that iustcad of the 
present statutory time limit for detention of tobacco 
in Gin cis Bonded Storciooms, provision should he 
made under the Central Excise Rules for granting 
extension of such time limit. The Committee has 
not tavouicd any general extension of the present 
time limit for stoiage of tobacco in curers' premises, 
(ill) As regards decision of Central Excise cases and appeals, 
the Committee is of the opinion that the present 
practice of departmental adjudication may continue 
but decision of revision petition should be done by 
a tribunal. 

5. The Committee was, by a separate reference from the 
Central Board of Revenue requested to examine the question 
of losses occurring in tobacro under bond and to advise Gov- 
ernment on this matter. The Committee has recommended 
that experimental data to ascertain the normal degree of 
losses should be collected in a fuller and more uniform way 
and that all factors contributing to the loss should be given 
due weight while deciding loss cases. 

6 Government have accepted the Committees' recommen- 
dation regarding classification of non flue cuied unmanufac- 
tured tohatco for purposes of assessment and have implement- 
ed it in the Finance (No. 2) Bill, 1957. 

7. Government have also generally accepted all the Com- 
millecs' moinmcndations for Improving contiol over grow- 
ing and curing of tobacco. Augmentation of staff will how- 
ever, he considered in the light of Governments’ efforts to 
rationalise the administrative machinery by setting up Multi- 
ple officer ranges width is in hand anil which aims at re- 
duction of clerical and unproductive work of the field staff. 

8. Government have also generally accepted the Com- 
mittees’ other recommendations but have teserved their 
decision on the question of dealing with losses occurring in 
bond till they have bad time lo collect more data anil to 
examine the matter more fully.
